OLD CONFEDERATE CLAIMS.

WasHineton, June 14.—In the senate Mr. 
Miller, of New York, reported from the com 
merce committee an original bill to provide 
for the construction of the Illinois and Mis- 
Sissippi canal, and to cheapen transportation. 
Placed on the calendar. Bills were intro- 
duced by Mr. Kellogg (by request) to aid 
in the construction of the railroad 
and levee of the Memphis and 
New Orleans railroad and levee company. 

THE POST-OFFICE CLAIMS, 

The senate took up the calendar without 
delay, and upon the call of Mr.. Maxey, re- 
sumed consideration of the senate joint reso- 
lution to pay the mail contractorsin the va- 
rious southern states the amounts due them 
on their contracts for 1859, 1860 and 
1861, and reappropriating $375,000 for 
that purpose. The vote upon 
proceeding with the bill was—yeas 30; 
nays 24—a party vote—Mr. Davis, of Illinois, 
voting no with the republicans. Mr. Cunger, 
in opposition to the bill, denied any liability 
of the United States to make payment, as the 
service was rendered solely to the confederate 
states by disloyal contractors, who violated 
their contracts with the government by turn- 
ing over toits agents the property belonging 
toit. He reviewed the history of the claim to 
show that after its passage through a former 
congress, under democratic auspices, the pay- 
ments were withheld by the postmaster gen- 
eral to await a more complete record of the 
claims, and that subsequently the fact 
was developed oy an examination = of 
the confederate records that the payment 
for service had been made by the confederate 
government in many of the cases, if not in 
all. He quoted from the confederate records 
in support of his objections to the bill show- 
ing thatin the spring of 1862 the rebel gov- 
ernment appropriated $800,000 to pay the 
claims; that about the same time South Caro- 
lina voted $50,000 for the same purpose. He 
further objected that the bill contained none 
of the limitations of the original bill appro- 
priating $375,000 nor of-the one of 1373, 
which was overwhelmingly defeated in the 
house, and that it virtually appropriated an 
unlimited amount. Mr. Maxey rose 
to reply, but «as only a few min- 
utes remained of the mornthg hour, 
he yielded to the suggestions of members 
around him, and deferred his remarks until 
the bill isresumed in the mornimg hour to- 
morrow. A message was received from 
the president transmitiing, in response to the 
senate resviution of the oth, irom the secre- 
tary of state, copies of the full correspund- 
ence of the state department with Envoy 
Trescott and Assistant Secretary Walker 
Blaine. Ordered printed and referred to the 
committee on foreign relations. After a long 
struggle for the precedence of bills, the 
house bonded spirits bill was taken up by a 
vote of 36 to 21, and the senate finance com- 
mittee substitute was read. The substitute 
was reported to the senate on the 26th ultimo. 
It was originally prepared by the commis- 
sioner of internal revenue, with a view to bet- 
ter guarding the revenue with respect to 
evaporation and leakage. Messrs. Bayard, 
Vest, Williams, Brown and Sherman debated 
the bill. Finally, without action, the senate 
went into executive session .and soon_ad- 


journed.

THE CASE RESUMED. 


A SURPRISED DIPLOMAT. 


TRESCOTT’s INTERVIEW WITH THE 
CHILIAN SECRETARY. 


He Finds Out that the Secretary Knows More than 
He Boes Himself—He Begs the Chilian O‘icial 
to Still Further Instruct Him, Which{tha-: 
Funetionary Smilingly Declines. 


Special Dispatch to The Constitation. 
WaAsHINGTON, June 14.—The Chili-Peruvian 
correspondence transmitted to the house to- 
day is very voluminous, and Only occasional 
extracts can be given. In the earlier cor- 
respondence Mr. Trescott discribes the un- 
easiness which existed on his arrival in Chili 


as to what might be the ultimate pur- 
pose of the United States as regard- 
ed the belligerent nations, and _ the 


corresponding great expectations in 
Peru in the same direction. On January 
27, Trescott wrote to Frelinghuysen that he 
had had three confidential conferences with 
the Chilian secretary for foreign affairs since 


‘his last digpatch, anj that it was evident 


him (Trescott) that not only the interests o 
the belligerents, but the position of the 
United States, required a prompt decision 
as to the extent to which it 
would further intervene in endeavoring . to 
secure peace; that the conditions imposed by 


Chili seemed hard, but that Peru was power- 
less to help herself; that without the inter- 
vention of the United States Chili could, and 
would, compel Peru to accept any 
terms she might choose to impose; 


that the cession by Peru of Tarapaca 
was unavoidable unless the United States 
meant tointervene forcibly. Under date of 
February 3rd, Mr. Trescott wrote to, Freling- 
huysen from Vina del Mar, Chili, informing 
him that he (Tresco#t), had received a letter 
from Hurlbut, saying that he had already ex- 
tended the invitation of the president to the 
government of Peru to attend the proposed 
congress in Washington. In this letter Mr 
Trescott says: ‘‘This action, of which I had 
been so apprehensive rendered it necessary 
that the invitation should algo be extended 
to Chili, for I had no doubt that the fact 
would be published in the Lima papers, and 
by the last mail from Lima, I tind that not 


only the fact, but the invitation in full has 
published. AS an interview 


appointed for Tuesday last, January 31st. Mr. 

Blaine accompanied me in order to read the 

invitation in conformity with his instruction. 
A STATE OF SURPRISR. 

Our interview had been arranged for the 
purpose of comparing our ne drafts of 
the protocol, summarizing the substance of 
our former confidential conferences, a pro- 
ceeding to which the secretary’seemed to at- 
tach considerable importance. After reading 
over Balmaceda’s drafts in Spanish, and re- 
ceiving a copy for more carefui consideration, 
I explained to him the purpose of Mr. Blaine’s 
visit. Lo my great surpise he expressed a 
wish that Mr. Blaine would not read thecont- 
munication, and then turning to me he said: 

“Tt is useless. Your government has with- 
drawn the invitation.” 

- Seeing, I suppose, an expression of aston- 
ishment, which I did uot pretend to conceal, 
he added: 

“Your vuwn instructions huve been changed. 
Your instructions from Diaine have been 
published and others ureon Uiew way to you 
modifying your original instrucuons in very 
important particulars. The wiole question 
about Calderon is out of the way, and youare 
told to be entirely neutral.” 

I replied, ‘‘ 1 do not understand that there 
is any sach thing asa Calderon question be- 
tween us,’ and then said: “Do you mean, 
Mr. Secretary, that both my instructions and 
the instructions from the present aduiinistra- 
tion are published?” 

He said: ‘‘ Yes, before you have received 

I have a telegram notin cipher, but 
open,’’ to which I replied: “I supposed so, 
because I could not see the use of a $cipher 
dispatch in referring to papers already pub- 
lished.”’ 

He added: ‘‘Yes, they have been published, 
and will be soon published here in the La- 
Patria,’ (a newspaper). He then went outof 
the room and returned witha telegram which 
he said had come from Paris onty two days 
before, and of which he read me the first line, 
which, as I recollect, was: ‘The Biaine- 
Trescott instruction has been published,’ and 
then paused, smiling and lvoking over the 
telegram, as if he were uncertain whether he 
should communicate the rest. 

THROUGH A NZAW SOURUVE, 

I said, “As you say that all this 
is contidential, don’t make half contidence 
of it. If l am to receive any instructions 
through you let me knowin tull.” He smiled, 
shouk his head and foided up the telegram, 
saying: “‘Lhis, however, wiil not interfere 
with our negotiations,’ and then proceeded 
at some length to state why, aud tv explain 
what he considered the advan- 
tages ot the condition ot things 
under the new instructions. I said to him, 
“That may all be so, Mr. Secretary, but | 
think that a diplomatist of ordinary experi- 
ence would couciude when he learns that his 
instructions have been communicated to the 
government, with which he is negotiating, 
before he receives them himself,that it if time 
for himto besilent until he does receive 
them. I_ think there must be 
some mistake about all this, but at any rate, 
I must decline to say a word Zmore, until | 
jearn fromm my government what it has done 
and what it means to do."’ He said that he 
hoped that I would receive my instructions 
very soon, that the position was strained and 


could not be maintained for an in- 
definite time, that is, Chili could not 
wait much longer for the United States to de- 
cide what action it would take. Having thus 
given you a concise account of the interview 
you will allow me to express the hope that 
my conduct will be approved. My original 
instructions were in the alternative, and if | 
failed to obtain such a settlement as the 
president deemed he had a right 
to expect, was directed to take action which 


+ could not have been agreeable to the Chilian 


government. I could not suppose that such 
an instruction would be made public while | 
was endeavoring to secure, and not without 
some hope of success, an amicable solution of 
this delicate and difficult question; stil] less 
could I believe that if my original instructions 
bad been seriously modified, any communi- 
cations of such changes would have been 
made to the public, or even, confidentially, 
to the Chiliam government, before I could 
possibly have received it. But as his language 
and action were evidently based upon his 
confident knowledge of these supposed in- 
structions, any further conference with him 
was useless. 
CHILI REFUSES TO RECEDE.

Trescétt ; eviews at 
length his efforts to bring about a’ tPace be- 
tween Chilipand Peru as an indispensable 
preliminary to peace negotiations and con- 
cludes as follows: “I believe the reason 
which indutes the hesitation of Chili 
is that she believes that so long as the Peru- 
vians are convinced that the United States 
will finally intervene they never will negoti- 
ate In ¢arnest. It isunquestionably true that 
the Peruvian government does believe that 
the United States will intervene.At any rate 
they consider that the question of interven- 
tion,asione of their leading officials expressed 
it to me, was --still a pending ques- 
tion, It is observed that neither 
ee nor Peru will approach 
a solution of their difficulties in the proper 
spirit orinany hope oia result satisfactory 
to bOth, as long as this impression lasts. If 
the’ United States intends to intervene ef- 
fectively to prevent a disintegration of Peru, 
the time has come when that intention 
should be avowed. If it does not, still more 
urgent is the necessity that Chili and Peru 
should understand exactly where the 
action of the United States ends. 
It would be entirely heyond my duty to dis- 
cuss the character or consequences of either 
line of conduct, but I trust that you will not 
deem that Iam going beyond that duty in 
impressing upon the government that the 
present position of the United States is an 
embarrassment to all the belligerents, and that 
itshould be terminated as promptly as possible. 
There is another conviction which is clearly 
my duty ‘to express. I believe that when- 
ever the United States formally withdraws 
fron: further intervention, Peru will apply to 
the European powers, and that the joint in- 
tervention of two or more is probable. It is 
not foW me to anticipate what view the de- 
partnient will take of such a possibility.

TRESCOTT’S TESTIMONY. 


Ilie Mission te South America—His Knowledge of the 
Shipherd Kottennesa. 

WASHINGTON, June 14.—W. H. Trescott, 

late commissioner of the United States to the 


-South American republics of Chili, Peru and 


Bolivia, was examined by the house commit- 
tee On foreign affairs to-day. The witness re- 
ceived his first commission from the president 
in November last, was confirmed by the sen- 
ate in December and received his second 
commission through Frelinghuysen, who was 
then secretary of state. He was appointed 
special minister plenipotentiary and envoy 
extraordinary, and in general térims the ob- 
ject of bis mission was to attempt to bring 
the belligerent states of Chili, Peru and Bo- 
livia together, and if possible to 
induce them to make peace. 
The witness knew nothing whatever 
of the correspondence of Shipherd, never saw 
him but once, and none of his papers ever 
came into his (witness) hands. Just before 
witness left this city for South America, 
Blaine showed him one of Shipherd’s letters 
and his (Blaine’s) reply toit. (It was the let- 
ter in which he told Shipherd never to speak 
to him again). With this exception the wit- 
ness knew nothing of Shipherd’s papers or the 
missing papers. In reply toa question by 
Mr. Williams the witness. stated that 
he had no knowledge that any 
minister of the United States was ccrruptly 
influenced in connection with the Credit In- 
dustriel, or any other company. The witness 
was satisfied that there had never been a time 
when the Credit Industriel was or could be 
made a practical facter in the settlement of 
the ditticulties between Chili and Peru. The 
Witness had aninterview with the Chilian sec- 
retary of foreign affairs, and intimated to him 
that the Chilian people, by tneir strictures 
upon Hurlbut’s course, evidenced by articles 
in their newspapers, were doing him 
an injustice, and the minister re- 
plied that the Chilian government 
had no <«arge whatever to make 
agoinst Hurlbut. 
AN ADJOURNMENT SUGGESTED. 


Williams stated to the committee that he 
had been notified that the secretary of state 
would to-day send to congress a large mass of 
original correspondence bearing upon Tres- 
cott’s mission, and unless some member of 
the committee desired to ask some questions, 
he thought it would be better to adjourn for 
a few days to give them an opportunity to ex- 
amine the correspondence. Mr. Belmont 
then puta number of questions with a view 
to showing that the Credit Industriel was the 
é¢ompany which was meant, althongh it 
Was not mentioned in the instruction 
of the state department?to Hurlbut, of 
June 15. Trescott was asked if he 
had communicated? with any one since his 
return from South America in regard to the 
Credit. Industriel, and replied that he had 
written to Robert Randall, in response to a 
letter from that gentleman, in which he 
called (witness) attention to cervain portions 
of Blaine’s testimony, and asked him for a 
statement of his (witness) recollection upon 
the matters involved. Trescott added: ‘‘I 
do not wish to be drawn into any controver- 
sy as to the accuracy of the memory of either 
Mr. Blaine or M.. Randall.”” Mr. Belmont— 
Iam simply trying to ascertain what, if any, 
were the relations of the state department to 
the Credit Industriel. Mr. Trestcott: 
I know nothing of what passed 
between Blaine and Randall. I knew Randall 
as the agent or representative of- the Credit 
Industriel. As I understood it, Randall was 
under the impression that certain relations 
had been established between the Credit In- 
dustriet and the state department, and he 
thought that Mr. Blaine had taken up the 
Landreau claim, and had forced it upon the 
governments of Chili and Peru to the detri- 


ment of the success of his company. As a! 


— of fact, however, the question 
ad wever reached the point of practical ccn- 
sideration, and Iso told Randall. Mr. Tres 
cott was asked if he didn’t draft the instruc- 
tions of June 15, and replied that he did 
not remember. Some. discussion ensued 
as to the propriety of compelling the witness 
to disclose who wrote ¢ertain dispatches. Tres- 
cett stated that he was perfectly willing to 
answer any and all questions not conflicting 
with his obligations to, the president and the 
secretary of state, but all official dispatches 
sizned by the secretary of state were his, the 
secretary’s, dispatches, and he, witness, denied 
the propriety of his being questioned in re- 
gard to their authorship.» Mr, Belmont stated 
that be deemed it pertinent to the inquiry to 
show that the Credit Industriel was the com- 
pany which was meant in the in 
structions of June 15, although _ it 
not mentioned by name. he 
Witness yesterday made light of it and made 
the point that the Credit Industriel was not 
mentioned atall. He desired the witness to 
state whether he (witness) had any _ other 
company in mind.

"THE SECOND EXODUS. 


Arabi’s Threat to Lead the Natives in a Holy War— 
The British Consul Advises Europeans to De- 
part—The Extent of the Fligh from Al- 
exandria—The Khedive’s Deposition. 


Loxvoy, June 14.—A dispatch to the Daily 
News from Cairo, says that the work of excit- 
ing the population is ¢émplete: Papers have 
been distributed among the populace sum- 
monizing them to be ready at any moment. 
A correspondent writes: “I saw Arabi to-day, 
alarge number of persons being present at 
the time. No sooner was I introduced to him 
than in a loud veice before every one present 
he made the following declaration: ‘Egypt 
now looks on the khedive,~Tewfik Pasha, as 
her most deadly enemy. She is determined 


not to let anything deter her feom continuing 
to defend her holy cause. If necessary, we 
will proclaim a holy war. The threats 
of tvoreigners do not daunt us; we 
regard them as_ vain. They merely 
make the friendly solution of the crisis 
impossible, for the khedive, supported by the 
foreigner. wishes to expel the repdesetatives 
and true friends of his people. Egypt abhors 
war, but will defend her aati With arms 
unto death. I, myself, who speak to you, am 
ready to put myself at the head of my coun- 
trymen. The khedive is seeking for help frum 
the foreigner in order to preserve his throne, 
no matter even should the foreigner lay hold 
of the country. Egypt will resist and will be 
invincible. We shall proclaim a holy war 
enkindle, if we must, a fire which shall put 
the world in tlames.’’ The bodies of the en- 
gineer of the English ironclad Superb and 
of the two seamen of the Helicon, who were 
killed in the riot on Sunday, have been 
buried at sea, as it was deemed imprudent to 
risk the danger that might have arisen from 
a funeral onshore. As the barge containing 
the bodies passed the United States steamer 
Galena the marines fired a salute, and all on 
board uncovered their heads. The corres- 
pondent of the Daily News at Alexandria 
states that not only the women and children 
are leaving the country, but men with large 
material interests in Egypt are begging pas- 
sages and leaving their property behind. 
Many large  cupitalists are arranging 
to leave Egypt permanently, not 
in a panic but after calmly 
calculating the cost of such steps.. The cor- 
respondent of the Times at Cairo states that 
Sir Edward Malet, English consul general, 
desires British residents to quit Egypt with- 
out an official request, which might produce 
a panic. He hasstarted for Alexandria. The 
Times’ correspondent at Alexandria tele- 
graphs that the soldiers are openly asking 
for the deposition of the khedive and de- 
claring that they will, if necessary, oppose 
Turkey herself. A dispatch to the Times 
fron’ Alexandria says the statement of Sir 
(‘harles Dilke in the British house of com- 
mons that the riot in Alexandria was not of 
a political character has caused consternation 
among the European residents, and has en- 
couraged the patives to further violence. The 
Europeans anxiously desire that England 
should make a firm declaration of the course 
that will be pursued in the Egyptian crisis. 
The Mail steamer took three hundred deck 
passengers, who paid first-class fare, and 
three other steamers took a _ thousand 
passengers. The boatmen asked fifty francs 
to carry persons on board the steamer. The 
usual fare is only one franc. The Austrian 
Lloyds at Vienna have sent two and French 
Messagries Maritimes. seven large steamers to 
Alexandria to remove the Europeans who 
wish to leave the country. Upward of 1,000 
refugees are expected to ®arrive at Trieste on 
Sanday. A dispatch from Cairo says that the 
panic is increasing. The exodus of Europeans 
continue. The officers of European Control 
and several banks are closed. The English and 
French comptroller general have gone to Al- 
exandria. All the officials belonging to the 
Control have obtained leave of absence. Prob- 
ably all-the branches of the Egyptian admin- 


istration, including the Caisse of the public. 


debt, will be transferred to Alexandria. It 
is reported that M. Sienkiewiza, the French 
consul general, has asked to be recalled. 
Sienkiewiza called a meeting of the French 
subjects to-day, and said he declined to be 
responsibie for their safety. 

IN THB COMMONS. 

Lonpon, June 14.—In the house of com- 
mons this afternoon Sir Charles Dilke, under 
foreign secretary, replying to questions, de- 
nied that the Egyptian troops were disaffected. 
He said that Dervisch Pasha was confident 
that he would be able to maintain order. He 
declined to answer further questions, as it 
was inypossible to explain the situation until 
the papers were published. Sir Henry Wolff, 
conservative, moved an adjournment of the 
house, as a protest against the reticence and 
imbecility of the government. Debate fol- 
lowed. Sir Henry Wolff condemned the asso- 
ciation of England with France: Mr. Glad- 
stone = greatiy lamented what had 
been said concerning France, rho 
he solemnly declared, would Jabor loyally 
and heartily with England. All the powers, 
he said, were co-operating heartily with Eng- 
land. The Sultan is in complete harmony 
with the powers. Germany had most strongly 
urged the porte to accept the conferénce, 
Gladstone dwelt on the necessity of using the 
instrumentality of Turkey.

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IN THE REICHSTAG. 
Berwin, June 14.—The reichstag to-day, af- 
ter a lively debate im which Bismarck made a 
vigorous speech of two hours duration, re- 
jected the tobacco monopoly bill by a'vote of 
276 to 43. Thereichstag will be proregued on 
Saturday or Monday until autumn. 


THE INDIANS AND COWBOYS. 


What General Forsythe Thinks of the Situation in 
Arizona and New Mexico. 

Cricaco, June 14.—General George A. 
Forsythe, the Indian fighter of the Fonrth 
United States cavalry, commanding in south- 
ern Arizona, is here. In an interview, after 
narrating the incidents of his recent success- 
ful campaign against Juh’s band of Apaches. 
he says that Secretary Teller’s policy in dis- 
arming the Indians meets the warm approval 
of all the officers, and will do much toward 
preventing outbreaks and raids. The rapid 
development of railroads in Mexico and 
Arizona is also doing much to settle the vexed 
Indian question. He adds that the proclama- 
tion of the president towards the cowboys, 
while somewhat sneered at, has really been 
productive of much good, although the best 
citizens of the two territories combined, 
with a strong hand, to put them down. With 


THE WHISKY WRING. 


Under Investigation by the Windom Committee— 

Buell Rerowe Mis Charge Against Correspondents. 

WASHINGTON, June 14.—The Windom whis- 
ky investigation committee renewed its sex 
sion jhis merning. The first witness was 
Mr. Rudd, am attache of the Critic, whe 
disclaimed all knowledge of the anthorship 
or basis of the article in that paper retlect- 
ing upon the clerk of the committee on ways 
and means in connection with the “whisky 
bill.”” A.C. Baell, editor of the Critic, again 
appeared and read a statement in which he 
undertook to show that his former testimony 
had been incorrectly re y the press, 
He also asserted distinctly his belief that the 
two nour correspondents mentioned 
by him the other day, ‘were on 
the make,” but in his crossexamination by 
the chairman and Senators Hawley and Har- 
rison, he admitted that this was simply his 
opinion, and that he had no knowledge of 
any fact which justified such a charge, or of 
any person who claimed to bave such knowl- 
edge. Personally he had heard strong suspi- 
cions expressed, and was willing to give the 
committee privately the names of some gen- 
tlemen who had made such expressions, but 
as to others, he declined to give their names 
until he should have an opportunity to con- 
sult them. 

Senator Hawley suggested that in view of 
the avowal of the witness that he had no per- 
sonal knowledge on the subjeet and his re- 
fusal to give names, that the statement 
of his mere suspicions ought to be 
striken from the vreeord. Action upon 
this suggestion was reserved for a secret ses- 
sion of the committee. At the conclusion of 
Buell’stestimony, Senater Hawley, with the 
assent of all the members present, expressed 
emphatically his hopes that if anybody in 
the world knew of any corruptaction on the 

art of any member of congress or,of the press 
in connection withthe matter under investi- 
gation, he would come forward and state it 
or forever after hold his peace, as the desire 
of the committee was to make the investiga- 
tion as thorough as possible. The cor- 
respondents referred to by Mr. Buell in his 
testimony before the investigation commit- 
tee are H. Nelson, correspondent of the 
Boston Post, and Charles Nordhoff, of the 
New York Herald. It is reported to-night 
that Nelson contemplates legal proceedings 
against Buell on a charge of libel. 
THE STAR ROUTE TRIALS.

Killed by His Sister’s Seducer—Suicide to Facape Suf- 
fering—Crime in New Mexico. 

Cuicaco, June 14.—An Atchison, Kan., 
special says that James McHahn,a section 
hand under E.. L. Drown, working thirty 
miles below Los Vegas, being considered a 
half-witted fellow, was mercilessly tantalized 
and ridiculed by his companions. He threat- 
ened, unless the abuse ceased, to kill some- 
body, and eventually did shoot John Graves, 
the leader, killing him instantly. The sec- 
tion men thereupon seized McHabn and 
taking him to the station, hoisted him ona 
cross-beam with arope about his neck, and 
let him drop twenty feet. The coroner’s jury 
exhonorated all parties. 

INDIANAPOLIS, June I4.—A heavy storm 
last evening caused Pogues Run to rise rapidly 
to flood height. While watching the rising 
waters a party of fifteen or twenty were stand- 
ing on the platform over Pogues Run, The 
platform gave way, dropping all into the wa- 
ter.

Warring Against Eoglish Sparrows— Praying for Dry ; 


Weather—Terrell County Democrats in Meéting 
—~Grindstone Quarry Discovered—Charged 
with Incest— Melon Crop Damaged. 


Special Correspondence of The Constitution. 

Auany, June 13.—Another heavy, beating 
rain, preceeded and accompanied by a ‘high 
wind, fell here yesterday about p.m., last- 
ing for an, hour or longer, Im:the patches 
and gardens around town, it prostrated a 
good deal of corn, and there is room to fear 
that much damage has been done in the 
surrounding country. The ground being 
saturated with waterfrom the late frequent 
rains, did not require a storm or a cyclone 
to doa great deal of damage to the growing 
crops. The daily rains and lowering skies 


still continué, with no immediate prospect 
of letting up. The intervening weather 1s 
almost excessively warm and sultry. The 
rank vegetation betokens a summer and 
fall of sickness, from which, however, we 
hope to be delivered. Meanwhile the grass 
gets a firmer hold on thecrops every day. 
A prayer for dry weather in June probably 
never went up from this portion of svuth- 
west Georgia before. If the coming heat and 
dry weather, does not make up in intensity 
however, for the present season of rain, no 
great damage will have been done so far. The 
corn cannot suffer much; the oats are made 
and nearly gatheréd, and all the smaller 
crops can only_ receive benefit. The 
cotton is the only suffering crop, 
and this more on account of 
the grass than anything else. The heavy 
clouds yesterday afternoon betokened a 
heavier rainfall in Worth and lower Dooly 
than here. All along the line of the Bruns- 
wick and Albany railroad the rains have been 
abundant. 

Waycross, in Ware county, is a place now 
of some importance, where the line of the 
Brunswick and Albany railroad crosses the 
Savannah, Florida and Western railway, 110 
aiiles from Albany, 50 from Brunswick and 
75 miles from Jacksonville, by the lately con- 
pleted branch line of the Savannah, Florfda 
and Western road, New buildings going up 
daily, with an increasing demand for more 
house room and more mechanics and skilled 
labor. All the embryo elements of a city of 
good dimensions were there. A great amount 
of Florida and south Georgia freight, in the 
way of fruits and vegetables, was passing 
through daily. Thecountry around, while 
not overly fertile, was being developed by 
new settlers constantly arriving. The health 
of the country around is remarkably good 
and the water excellent. 

The fountain ordered by the city council 
has arrived, and will be erected at once on 
Broad street. The performance recently given 
by the Albany amateurs in Americus netted 
B80, which wags divided with — the 
Americus library assocfation. Jhomesvilie 
will bore her projected artesian well with a 
six-inch drill. Albany’s is only four in di- 
ameter. The city ceuncil last evening re- 
pealed an ordinance passed in 1874, protecting 
the English sparrews under severe penalties. 


This legalizes a war of extermination against | 


these pests, which has been actively going on 
for sometime. In that year (1874) about 
forty pairs of these birds were brought from 
the north by several of our citizens at a cosu 
of one dollar per pair, from which the pres- 
ent immense brood about town have sprung. 
They have driven off nearly every other 
species of the bird kind, and fcra longdime 
have been almost the sole feathered occu- 
pants within the city limits. In addition to 
their remarkable fecundity, they have become 
great nuisances to the houses and gardens’ 
about town, and will probably never be got- 
ten rid of. They were imported with a view 
of exterminating the caterpillar fly, but their 
services in that direction have not been ap- 
preciable. Mr. John Neely, of Americus, 
gives notice in to-day’s News and Advertiser 
that Professor G. J. Orr, state school commis- 
sioner, has decided to establish the teachers’ 
institute for south Georgia in that city, which 
will be open to white and colored teachers 
alike, in separate buildings.

HOW MISSIONARY RIDGE Com. 
PARES TO MIDDLE GEORGIA. 


A Visit to a Mode) Fruit Grower—How Mr. Bennett 
has Transformed «a $2,500 Farm into a Place 
Worth $40,000—A Commendable Enter- 
prise—Heavy Shipments of Peaches. 


Special Correspondence of The Constitution. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., June 13, 1882.—In my 
previous letters I have made mention of some 
of the reasons why Chattanooga was impor- 
tant as a manufacturing center. This time I 
leave the theme of machinery and the whirr 
of wheels behind, and take a position where 
I can see the smoke curling heavenward from 
the scores of factories, where the city lies out 
before me like a villagein the dale three 
miles away; where Lookout and the point 
outline their rustic, ragged profile against the 
sky, while the cool breezes come wafted down 
the valley, almost as fresh and invigorating 
us the salts of the sea. 

A iew days ago, through the courtesy of 
Mr. John C. Anderson, the intelligent gen- 


eral agent of the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road, 1 was driven out to Missionary Ridge to 
take a view of the fruit growing section. 

‘You will see,’ said Mr. Anderson, “‘a sight 
worth your trouble of coming.”’ ‘Where are 
you going?” I asked. Pointing toa house that 
stood just upon the extreme top of the ridge, 
he replied, “fo the home of Mr. F J. Ben- 
nett, the pioneer fruit grower of East ‘Ten- 
nessee, 

The drive out to Mr. Bennett's is past a 

number of fine valley farms, the lands being 
rich and valuable. wWaS surprised to learn 
that ordinary lands around Chattanooga were 
commanding such high prices. Only a few 
years ago twenty-five dollars an acre was con- 
sidered high, whilenow the same lJands are 
held at one hundred dollars. Five years ago 
Mr. Bennett gave $2,500 for 400 acres on Mis- 
sionary Ridge, which is just six dollars and a 
quarter per acre. To-day he would not take 
$40,000 for the place, and two months ago 
was offered $26,000 Tor it. 
_ The reason of this heavy, increase in value 
is OWing to the discovery that the ridge is 
alwaysa sure place for fruits. In six years 
past mot a season has failed to bring a full 
crop Of peaches, grapes, apples, berries, etc. 
Mr. Bennett's place is 1,000 feet above tide 
water and about 400 feet above Chattanooga. 
Notwithstanding this he is seemingly above 
the frost line and is never touched by it. 

; MR. BENNETT'S FARM. 

We found Mr. Bennett busily engaged over- 
looking the packing of his peaches, the quan- 
tity and quality of which cannot be surpassed 
in the south. 

“How Jong have you 
peaches?’ 1 asked. 

“We commenced about the time they did 
around Grifhn,”’ 

“Hasn't this been an unusually fine year?’ 

‘In other sections, yes; with me it is just 
what I expect.and get every year. It isa lit- 
tle bit remarkable that up heie, three miles 
from Chattanooga, we can commence ship- 
ping peaches as early as you. do in middie 
Georgia, but itis true there+may bea few 
days diflerence, but not enough to worry 
over.”’ 

“What variety of peaches do you plant?” 

“Mostly Alexander and Amsden for early 
fruit, though I have some of nearly every 
good variety known. The money is in early 
fruit, of course, as yon may well know.”’ 

“What do you think of thisand middle 
Georgia as fruit growing sections?” 

“Well, I naturally favor this, though each 
place has advantages the other has not. You 
can raise some fruit down there better than I 
can here. But we always have a sure crop 
here on Missionary Ridge. You know in the 
culture of fruit there are several important 
items to consider. 

As to location, experience proves that fruit 
production should be strictly for home con- 
sumption ;gthat is, contingent to an estab- 
lished market, or distant enougb to give suffi 
cient difference in season to permit the entire 
crop to be marketed in advance of local pro- 
duction, and further, that of the two creps, 
as a rule, the distant or early exceeds the 
home grown in cash results about two to one. 

In production is included quantity, quality, 
appeararce and size. 

)xcessive meizture will usually give large 
fruit, wanting in color and flavor; absence 
of sufticient water produces a small, insipid 
fruit, expensive to pack, and difficult to sell. 

The bulk of the fruits of Georgia and Ala- 
bama are of this character, caused by want 
of waterfall and excess of sand in soil forma- 
tions. : 

du produce high class fruits, the season 
should be ample for perfect maturing, moist 
enough to develop full size, sufficiently sun- 
ny to give high color and flavor. 

‘Such conditions are found here, and 
last season Chattanooga fruits were quoted 
in price currents in the various markets, 
in distinction from the ether sections of 
the state—Georgia, Alabama, and Missis- 
sippi~and the huckster wagons were daily 
placarded, ‘tchoice Chattancoga fruits,’ prov- 
ing beyond a doubt that of all the various 
fruit sections ot the four states named, Chat- 


been shipping 


tanooga is given a decided lead in the size,’ 


appearance, and quality ofits fruits. 

In transportation, distance from shipping 
point is to be considered as well as to market. 

It is estimated that there are about thirty 
square miles of fruit lands within five miles 
of Chattanooga and contingent shipping 
points, varying in character and value from 
tive to one hundred dollars per acre. Up to 
date less than two square miles are under 
fruit culture, and not one halfof thisamount 
in bearing yet. 

There were shipped by Adams express 
company last season of strawberries fifty- 
three tons, and about twenty-five tens more 
were consumed in the city. Of grapes about 
forty-two tons were shipped, and about twen- 
ty tons used in wine making and table con- 
sumption. | 

A careful estimate shows that from all 
fruits marketed this season by the Chattanoo- 
ga fruit growers, over twenty five thousand 
dollars met was received mostly from lands, 
which five years ago did not pay Interest on 
ten dollars per acre.” 

Continuing, Mr. Bennett said: ‘Come down 
into the erebard and Ill show you the fruit 
as it hangs on the trees.””. We went down 4 


few feet from the house and looked upon his | 


forty acres of peaches. He; has only about 
5,000 trees planted, all of which are bearing, 
As is well known in Georgia, Mr. Cunning: 
ham places his average at only a peck to the 
tree, but Mr. Bennett assured us his would 
average at least a full bushel to the tree. This 
would seem enormous, but not so when it is 
remembered that a great many of the trees 
hold us many as five or even six bushels. As 
Mr. Bennettsays, he gets an average of three 
dollars per bushel for his fruit through the 
season. this would give a yield of $15,000 for 
the forty acres. But this is rather high, 
probably too high by half the amount named, 
‘which will give $7,500 as a more correct 1- 
come forthe peaches. I have never seen 4 
more beautiful sight than the rich, luscious 
peaches as they hung upon the trees in such 
utter profusion. Being on a hillside they 
were more easily seen and hence the picture 
was all the more lovely on that account. 
GRAPES AND STRAWBERRIES, 

Besides the peaches, Mr.. Bennett has a large 
vineyard of twenty acres, containing 20,000 
vines of Ives, Catawba and other well 
known varieties. Theu he has about eight or 
ten acres in strawberries, 100,000. plants. 
These berries and grapes find a ready sale In 
mark-tas has already been stated in Mr. 
Benneit’s remarks, I suppose it is a fairesti- 
mate to say thaton these seventy acres In 
fruit Mr. Bennett realizes annually fully $10,- 
‘000. That is not a high estimate because the 
-quality of the fruit always demands the very 
highest price., Altogether, I was Charm- 
ed with Missionary Ridge as 
a fruit growing country, and 
have never seen a more attractive place every 
way than Mr. Bennett’s, He is a gentleman 
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of broad culture and thoroughly understands 
his business. I consider him one of the most 
sensible talkers I have ever met. His efforts 
to develop his section are worth more than a 
dozen political conventions, and he deserves 
the thanks of this entire country for his 
earnest labors. He is shipping now every 
day by express 300 crates of peaches, and is 
unable as yet tosee any marked diminution 
in the crop of peaches. 


POINTS, 

A day or so before a peach fally ripens it 
goes through a process of swelling that I never 
knew of before. A peach when fully colored 
and not quite ripe will swell to twice its size 
ina single night. Mr. Bennett says he can go 
to bed and notice a tree with peaches the size 
of walnuts on it; the next morning they will 
be the size of ordinary lemons. 

I took a drive yesterday out tothe Nixen 
nurseries, on the suburbs of Chattanooga. 
Mrs. Nixon received me and showed me 
through the long green houses which are filled 
with every known variety of planis. The 
Nixon nursery is one of the institutions of 
Chattandoga, and is a credit tothe city. The 
nursery has a trade extending all over the 
south, Mr. Nixon being now on fhe road 
taking orders. At another t'me I shall speak 
more in detail about the place. They makea 
speciaity of sending plants and flowers bv 
mail, and any one desiring acatalogueof what 
they have can get it by addressing “The 
Nixon Nursery, Chattanooga, Tenn.”’

BUSINESS BEFORE CONGRESS. 

The army bill is now fairly out of the way. 
The Indian, the fortification, the agricultural, 
the district of Columbia, and the post-office 
bills have or soon will become laws. Six only 
out of the fourteen regular appropriation bills 
ure thus disposed of. The military academy 
bill awaits the action of the house on sonie 
senate amendments, and the consular and 
diplomatic bill is in the hands of a conference 
committee, which has held it three months. 
The general deficiency bill is in the senate, 
and the house is considering the legislative, 
executive and judicial bill. Ten of the four- 
teen are thus accounted for, and of the 
remaining four only the river and harbor 
bill has been reported. The pensions, 
tae sundry civil and_ the 
are still in the hands of the com- 
mittee on appropriations. It is stated 
that all three are nearly ready to be presented 
tothe house. The naval and the river and 
‘harbor bills will certainly be ireely discussed, 
and there is clearly no*chance to dispose of 
the entire list before the first week in July.

national bank charters will be called up, 
and so will the measure to repeal the 
taxes on bank checks, bank deposits, 
matches and proprietary medicines. The 
republicans may also call up more con- 
testéd election cases, and if they do, congress 
will be in session when the Georgia state con- 
vention is held, on the 19th of next month. 


THE FORTY-EIGHTH CONGRESS. 

The Oregon election has doubtless deter- 
mined that the control of the senate after the 
fourth day of next March shall return to the 
republicans; and this fact renders the com- 
plexion of the next house doubly interesting; 
because if it is also to be republican, all 
tranches of the government will be republi- 
can, and there will be no check whatever on 
the schemes of corruption and extravagarice 
that may be and certainly will be devised. 
Several years have elapsed since the republi- 
cans had unrestrained control of the govern- 
ment, and the history of the years when they 
did is not calculated to soothe the tax payers. 
And yetsuch will be the case if republicans 
elect a majority of the next house. The 
New York Times believes the country is about 
to elect a republican house. We give its ta- 
ble entire: 
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~ The effects of the noble game of gerryman- 
der are seen in the democratic state of New 
York, which has at present only 13 demo- 
cratic members out of 33 representatives; in 
democratic New Jersey, with only three out 
of seven; and in democratic Indiana, with 
five out of thirteen. The Times claims a re- 
publican gainin New York of two, anda 
democratic loss of one. We do not propose 
to discuss the probabilities or improbabilities 
of this estimate from republicar sources; but 
we desire to call attention tothe fact that the 
estimate in question of members from the 
northern states leaves that party in a minority 
unless it is preity heavily reinforced from the 
south. Tosecurea majority of 2l—a good 
working majority, in other words—the Times 
expects republicans, as follows: from Mais- 
souri, 2; Maryland, 1; Virginia, 4; Kentucky, 
2; Maryland. 1; Virginia, 4; Kentucky, 2; 
Tennessee, 3; North Carolina, 2; Alabama, 1; 
Mississippi, 3; Louisiena, 1; and Texas, l—a 
total from the south of 20. These disputed 
southern seats willcontrol the next house. If 
the democrats carry them they will have 
even after admitting the truth of the re- 
mainder of the Times’ estimate, 21 majority 
in the house. If the democrats carry a ma- 
jority of the twenty disputed southern dis- 
tricts they will control the house by a narrow 
majority. Onthe other hand, if the repub- 
licans can secure twelve members from the 
south, the chances are that they will control 
the next house. This is just about the size of 
it, and it therefore becomes the plain duty of 
every man who does not want to see all the 
departments of the government under the 
control of the republicans, to do all in his 
power to elect dei ocrats of undivided allegi- 
ance to congress this fall. 
WOMAN SUFFRAGE. 

The reports of the majority and minority of 
the senate committee have been printed. The 
majority report, signed by Lapham, Antho- 
ny, Ferry and Blair, is mainly taken up with 
a history of the origin of the movement, a 
lengthy review, of no particular interest to 

nybody on earth, since the movement has 
always been in the hands of a few persons 
whose curious capers have made them the 
victims of misrepresentation as well as ridi- 
cule. We say misrepresentation, because 
people who are in earnest are invariably the 
victims; of misrepresentation. They fre- 
quently misrepresent themseives. ‘The ma- 
jority repert ig evidently the, production of 
some weak mind which has completely satu- 
rated itseli.. Wink the loose and. tying argu- 
ments that thé strone- minded females have 
been giving to the winds during the ‘past sey- 
eral years. ‘The report concludes by recor- 
mending that the senate adopt a resolution 
providing for the submission to. the legisla- 
tures of the various states of anamendment to 
the constitution conferring upon women the 
right to vote. 

The minority report, signed by Senators 
George, Jackson and Fair, treats the question 
with respect to its social: relations, the argu- 
ment proceeding upon the ground that such 
a revolution should proceed directly from the 
people. The truth is, there has never been, 
in this country, a genuine movement in favor 
of woman suffrage. Whenever the women of 
America, or any large portion of them, come 
to the conclusion that they desire the rights 
and privileges of suffrage, it will not be nec- 
essary for a parcel of stuperannuated females 
tobe howling up and down the country, or 
dancing attendance on congress, in order to 
secure the attention of an insignificant com- 
mittee; nor will it be necessary fora congres- 
sional committee to prepare a labored report 
that few will ever read, and that will leave 
the whole question where it was forty years 
ago. Whenever the mothers and wives of the 
country feel that they desire to exercise the 
right of suffrage, that right will not be with- 
held from. them for an instant. . All preju- 
dice, all laws, all customs, all arguments will 


give way-before that desire. 

. itis aAittle singtilar that the unhappy wo- 
men, who are scofmfully called suffrage 
shriekers, should fail to perceive the real diffi- 
culty inthe way ot their movement. That 
difficulty consists of the fact that the wo:uen 


of the country are lappy and contented in | 
their own proper sphere, or what they con- 
ceive to be their proper sphere, and they have 
no more desire to vote than they have to fly. 
What a sorrowful contrast there is between 
the women who are contented and happy in 
their homes and the restless women who have 
been parading in front of the public for years 
in the interest of woman suffrage! 

The senate committee did not even discuss 
the subject, and the reports are theréfore not 
to be considered as embodying the conélusions 
of either the majority or the minority. They 
are merely the opinions of the various indi- 
viduals that signed them. This refusal of a 
body of senators to deliberate over an impor- 
tant question shows how insignificant the 
whole movement is, and how little sympathy 
it receives from people who know something 
of the views and opinions of the women of 
the countfy. These women make the social 
laws that govern the government, if we may 
be allowed to put itso, and, as social laws 
exclude them from the right of suffrage, it 
may be said that their disabilities in the mat- 
ter are wholly self-imposed. 


Mr. LAMAR, of the Macon Telegraph, is sore over 
what he calls a ‘‘change of the records’’ in Colonel 
Trammell’s late card.

On this explicit authority we changed the 
word ‘“‘lie’’ to *‘false’’—and incorporated this sen- 
tence, ‘‘whether correctly or incorrectly attributed 
to General Young.’’ It has been publicly con- 
fessed by Mr Lamar that the statement was ‘‘incor- 
rectly attributed’’ to General Young. The only re- 
maining change is that of “‘lie’’ to ‘‘false.’’ If Mr. 
Lamar wishes, the record can be reinstated on this 
point. He is entitled to have it just asit was writ- 
ten, if he insists on it. we 
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EpItor Gruss, of Darien, is getting mighty rest- 
less, The truth is, there isno peace of mind for 
any man that refuses to become an hamble Jeffer- 
sonian democrat. Atthe same time, the fact that

The Comet Scen. 
ALBANY, June 14.—Successful observations of the 
Wells comet were made at the Dudley observatory 
yesterday and to-day at the meridian transit. The 


most interesting fact obtained is that the comet nas 
areal nucleus. Yesterday tais nucleus was clearly 
seen as a bright, perfectly round and sharply de- 
fined disk of light. Jf astronomers elsewhere con- 
firm this discovery, it will settle the mooted ques- 
} tion as to whether a comet has a real solid body at 
the center ofits mass. The apparent diameter of 
this nucleus is about three-quarters of a second. or, 
after allowing for irradiation, about 200 miles. The 
observation to-day shows that the comet is still in- 
creasing,in brightness, and ihat the vapors which 
surround the nucleus are becuming more dense 
and abundant. The observations have also proved 
the Dudley observatory epuemeries to be remarka- 
bly aecurate, 
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Proposing to Dig for Kidd's Gold. 

WASHINGTON, June 1i.—In the house to-day Mr. 
Beach. ef New York, introduced a bill to grant per- 
mission to Fenton Sherwood, George Teneyck and 
William Lewis to dig in the government grounds at 
West Point for the treasure said to have been bu- 
ried there by Captain Kidd. These men claim 
they are able to locate the buried wealth and only 
want the assurance that when it is found it would 
be theirs. They had written to the secretary of war, 
but were told that, in the absence of legislation, if 
they succeeded in unearthing the treasure it would 
belong to the government. (Under the bill it will 
belong to them, provided they find if. Some years 
ago a company was formed to make the search. 
but failed after expending the sum of $150,000. 
Their search was made at a point eigbt miles below 
West Point.

PHILADELPHIA, June 14.—On June 3-a prize fight 
took place in the suburbs between William 
Trappe, a grocer, and William Murphy, a peddler, 
the stakes being $50 a side. It is alleged the en- 
counter came to a close by Murphy knocking Trappe 
down, and the latter striking his head againsta 
stone and becoming unconscious. After medical 
treatment Trappe appears to have recovered, but 
on Tuesday last he fell on the pavementand hurt 
his head again. He was treated at the Pennsylva- 
nia hospital, but died there on Saturday evening. 
Murphy was arrested this morning and held to await 
the aciion of the coroner. 


Newport's Eleetric Ligut War. 

NEwponrt, R. I., June 14.—The opposition to the 
electric light is daily assuming’ more formidable 
proportions.

an Important Suggestion by the General Passenger 
Agent of the Western and Atlantic Raiir 
Express Companies te Handle the 3 
gece Under the Proposed Plan, ; 


Mr. B. W. Wrenn, general passenger agent 
of the Western and Atlantic railroad, has par- 
tially matured a scheme which contemplates 
g revolution in the baggage handling system 
of the country. His plan is for the railroads 
to turn the whole matter of handling baggage 
over tothe several express companies of the 
country and to abolish baggage cars and bag- 

smashers. Yesterday a ConsTITUTION 
reporter asked Mr. Wrenn how he came to 
propose his new plan. He said: 

] first suggested a baggage reform to some 
railroad officials in 1876, but they con- 
premature, The _han- 
jing of baggage is a subject’ to 
which I have given no small amount: of 
thought. I have been directly interested in 
the subject for a long while now, and I have 
always believed that aradical change was 
necessary. The railroads in undertaking, for 
the accommodation of passengers to carry a 
reasonable amount of baggage, haye been 
greatly imposed upon and subjected to no 
smalf amount of trouble and expense which 
they should not have been compelled to sub- 
mitto. No railroad objects to carrying a 
reasonable amount of bagge, say for instance, 
the regulation one hundred pounds. But 
hevond that they ought notto go. For the 
last few years the roads have been compelled 
to carry from one to four baggage cars on 
pach passenger train, That is out of reason, 


© and greatly endangers the lives of the passen- 
me gers.

) baggage cars ranning ahead of 8 fast fratn of 


Any railroad man will tell you as 
From one to four heavily—loaded 


coaches and sleepers is by no means desirable. 

Atleastthe number should be decreased aa 

much as is possible. The baggage system 

of the United States of course is 

as perfect as any baggage system could be ex- 

pected to be made over so many different 

roads and managements. But it is by no 

means as perfectes it should be. Consider 

how imperfect it is ascompared with the ex- 

press commpani¢s. Aud yet it has been.the, 
subjett of thorough discussion by every con- 

yention of passenger agents for the last fifteen 

years. Ata meeting of the Southern General 

Passenger Agents’ association held at Chatta- 
noega, in April last, I introduced a resolution 

and addressed the association on the subject 

of the abuses connected with the baggage 

systen. Several plans for remedying the 

evil were suggested, but nothing was agreed 

upon. On the eighth of May I addressed a 
letter to Mr. F. Chandler, general passenger 
agent of the Gould system of railways west 

of the Mississippi river, including Texas. Mr. 

Chandler was in attendance ata meeting of 
Western General Passenger agents, which 
was heing held in Chicago. Mr. 

Chandler read my letter before 
the association and some extracts were 
ordered to be printed in their proceedings, 
a com- 
the as- 
sociation to look into the matter and report 
meeting. Here is the extract 
from my letter which you may use in any 
way that you desire.” 

Mr. Wrenn furnished the following as the 
extract from the letter written by him to Mr. 
Chandler: 

i. Isit practicable to abolish our general 
baggage system and thus save the enormous 
expense of the bigyage cars, employes and 
owvier GX pewascs incident to Its maintenance? 

2. Can we not arrange with the express com- 
panies, now Going busimess Over our respective 
lines, to handle free such amount of baggage 
as we may allow upon tickets sold by us, we 
issuing a baggage ticket with coupons to pur- 
chasers who certify on honer they have bag- 
gace; such tickets to be worthless unless bag- 
tu. «s shipped to address of purchaser of rail- 
road ticket to the destination only of such 
ticket, the €xpress cOmpanies charging fegu- 
lar rates for excess and paying railroads regu- 
lar express rates On same? 

3. Will not the ability of railroads to ship a 
man’s baggage to his residence im any city in 
the union put American railroads in the front 
rank? 

4. Would not general managers hail with 
delisht such astep by the passenger depart- 
menis toward economy? 

5. How many general managers have ever 
calculated the expense and revenue of the 
baggage departments? 

6. Would it be feasable to quote two rates 
for passengers, one for those having baggage, 
the other witheut, we making a difference of 
10 per cent in favor of persons having ae bag- 
gage? 

7. By this system the responsibility of loss 
would be with the express Companies. 

“What advantage can come to the pub- 
lic from the adoption of your scheme?” 

“The edvantage to the public will be 
that we will be able to offer a lower rate 
for the passeuger who does not carry bag- 
gaze while the rate now charged will net 
be increased for passengers who d@ carry 
baggage. Then, too, the express companies 
Would deliver all baggage promptly, free of 
cost except for the excess above one hun- 
dred pounds allowed to go without cost. 
Our object is not -to abridge any 
tights or privileges which  passen- 
gers ~=onow enjoy, but to ut the 
matter of baggage into better hands and to 
rid ourselves of a great amount of aunoy- 
ance and trouble. There is no necessity in 
having so much baggage and so many bag- 
gaze cars and when it is announced 

t a man who has~ ne bag-

Te understand the full meaning of these 
figures, it must be recoliected that of the 87 
bar-rooms 46 are, supported exclusively by 
mechanics and laborers whose daily wages 
does not quite average $1.25 each, besides the 
liberal custom given by them to many of the 
remaining 41. At $i50a week, these 46 bar- 
rooms take in $6,900, and for the year $358, 800. 
Undoubtedly many of these mechanics com- 
plain of low wages and the high price of pro- 
visions; but pe jee they were to strike 
against this tax of over $350,000 paid to these 
bar-rooms and use the money in the acquire- 
ment of homes and tbe purchase of ome 
comforts, would it not work a wonderful revo- 
lution in their condition?

Clasing Exercises Xesterday-The Werk Which is 
Heing Done by the Institute. 

The closing exercises of Clark university occurred 

yesterday at the university. The attendance of 

visitors was good, and the programme of exercises 

was very interesting. The exercises commenced at 


10 o'clock yesterday morning. After music and 


prayer the regular programme was opened with a 
declamation, ‘‘The American Union,’ by Major 
Williford, which was followed by an oration, **Emi- 
gration to the West,’ by W. C. Moore. A _ soio, 
“Fair Dove, Fond Dove,’’ was sung in an excellent 
manner by Fiora Latham. The “Young Gray 
Head,” a declamation by Mary V. Hood, was next 
the rogramme. It was followed 
an instrumental solo by Anna Up- 
shaw. “Sheridan's Ride,’’ a declamation by 
Thomas Killgo, was excellently done. An oration 
on Longfellow, by Hattie Robinson, deserves especia 
mention. It was an original production on the life 
and writings of the poet, and evinced a thorough 
familiarity with his works. It was spoken ina 
clear, distinct manner, the voice giving evidence of 
a careful training. A solo, by H. D. emer was 
followed by a deciamation, “Impeachment 0 War- 
ren Hastings,’ by James M. Lee. An oration on 
‘Industrial kducation,’’ by Marcus Greene, was well 
done. Following this declamation was an instru- 
mental solo, by Lucie Tarver; a declamation, 
‘“‘Massachusetts and South Carolina,’’ by 8. 
O’ Neal, and an oration, ‘““Mrsfortune the parent of 
snecess,’ by G. W. Arnold. An original oration, by 
John W. Dawson, on ‘“‘the Future of Africa’’ was 
excellent. He urged that the colored people should 
become educated, and by going as missionaries to 
Africa should sow the seed of civilization 
among the people of that country. Another 
oration worthy of special mention was one by Sarah 
A. Harperon “Culture of the Laboring People.”’ 
Her theory was that laboring people coming 1n con- 
taet with nature could reach a more desirable or 
higher state of culture than the merchant or man- 
ufacturer shut off from nature. At the conclusion 
of the regular prograinme Bishop Warren and Dr. 
Rust made short addresses urging the eolored peo 
ple to persevere in theirefflortstosecure education.

At the close of the exercises a meeting of the 
trustees was held. Bishcp Warren, presidentof the 
board, and Mr H. C Crogman, secretary were 
prese nt. The reports showed the in- 
stitution to be n a most gratifying 
condition. There are 156students. There has been 
during the last year under the direction of Bishop 
Warren a school of mechanics established in con- 
nection with the university. A fine carpenter shop, 
stocked with fine toolsof all kinds, has been estab- 
lished, and a little four-horse engine, With which 
sawing, turning, etc.,i; done, h:sbeen putin, A 
blacksmith shup is also an attachment 
and is well supplied with tools, forges, etc. The 
whole is under a skilled mechanic who gives the 
studentsinstruction. During the year the students 
have built with their own hands acarpenter shop, 
a blacksmith shop, a stable, a handsome residence 
for Professor Crogman, and-are now occupied ona 
much finer house for the president. it will be 
ready for him to occupy before the fall 
term opens. In addition to tnat 
they have a school for faPm ing and 
cultivate about 100 acresof the .5t owned by the 
university. They raise vast quauiities of vegetables 
and a gencral crop. . 

At the trustee’s meeting yesterday the erection of 
a building was authorized to be built by the stu- 
dents for teaching the girl’s the science of house 
keeping and house adornment. This institution 
was the firstin the south to establish and put in 
operation a system of practical mechanical educa- 
tion. 

The building presents a very imposing appear- 
ance now, and atlords a fine view of the city,stand- 
ing almost precisely in the head of Pryor street.
